- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted* 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed t m *u hv 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (™ybeby 
attaint of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)
